It was a beautiful ceremony that which, 
Oct. 14, consigned to Spring Grove cemetery 
at CinciiDiati, the remains of Salmon Port- 
land Chaáe. 
He had been once United States 
senator aud twice governor of Ohio; secre- 
tary of 
t he treasury dm'ing Lincoln's first 
term and chief justice of the United States. 
Every high otlice his state and country could 
give him wjus his except one. 
The failure to 
get that, the apple of discord among Ameri- 
can statesmen, embittered his last days. 


This disappointment and the fierce excite- 
ments Slid intense strain of war times and 
the years immediately succeeding brotight on 
a paralysis in 1870, which continued untü his 
death, in 1873. He was familiarly called 
"Old 
Greenbacks" 
during 
the 
war, 
when he was secre- 
tary of the treas- 
ury, because he es- 
tablished our pres- 
ent system of na- 
tional 
currency. 
His services to his 
country 
in 
those 
timas which 
tried 
men's souls cannot 
be 
estimated 
in 
words. 
They 
can 
only be 
measured 
in the hearts of hia 
R. p. CHASE. 
countrymen—those 


of his ovv)i generation and of all generation» 
to come. 


Physically, Justice Chase was one of the 
noblest looking men of his time. 
Of towering 
height, his frauie was symmetrically propor- 
tioned and powerfully knit. 
He h-id a mas- 
sive head and a splendid blue-gray eye, 
steady, stronj; and clear. 
There was a frank, 
kindly look in his face and an expression of 
dignity and power over his whole person. 
Yet he did not live to be very old, only 6.5. 
In these days of Chevreuls, Gladstones and 
Von Moltkes, that was early for a sti ong and 
famous man to die. 
But the strain on the 
vital force of the American leaders from 
1860 to 1S(>S was such that few of them are 
alive at this day. 
Of the few who survive it 
must be said that they partly comprise those 
who always took care of them.seh'es. 


Our most 
distinguishfd An\encans 
are 
rather apt to be the sons of farmers. 
Justice 
Chase was born on a farm among tlu* granite 
hills of >.'tnv Hampshire. 
Like Webster, he 
seems to have thought it a good state to be 
born in if a man left it early enough. 
His 
uncle wa.s Bishop Philander Chase, of the 
Episcopal church, who laid the foundation of 
Kenyon college and Gambier Theological 
seminary in Ohio. 
He superintended 
the 
young man's education. 
Undoubtedly he did 
much to inspire the nephew with a noble am- 
bition. 


Salmon P. was graduated at Dartmouth 
college when he was only 18. 
He began life 
a Democrat and remained such till the Pierce 
administration in 1853. It was in 1K49 that 
he was elected Unitetl States senator by Dem- 
ocratic votes, aided by a few Free Soilers, in 
the Ohio legislature.

Basidps his poverty, he was very early left 
fatherless.

His mother removed to a farm near 
Oswego, N. Y., soon after his father's death.

GLADDKN'S CHURCH. 


From tbe farm young Gladden gravitated 
to the newspaper office. When only 18 years 
old he was a reporter on The Oswego Gazette. 
But it occurred to him here that a j'oung man 
who had a figure to cnt in the world needed 
more education than he had, as far as he had 
got. He began to prepare himself for college, 
therefore, spending his spare time and money 
for this purpose. 
If the yovng ''¡en and girls 
who must turn out early to work for their 
living knew how much thft/ could learn just 
by staying at home evenings and putting an 
hour or two of spare time into intellectual 
work, drawing, music, languages, mathe- 
matics or science, there would Iw far more 
successfril people, and they would spring 
from th<i ranks of workingmen and women 
as they ought to. 


Gladden contiitued his studies, and entered 
Williams college, Mass. That was the college 
where Garfk'ld was graduated, working his 
way tbj'ou'j^h as Gladden did. 
During his 
college course Gladden was a newspaper cor- 
respondent, writing lettere for The Spring- 
field RepubUcau and one of the editors of The 
Williams Quarterly. 


GLADDEN'S HOME. 


Indeed, there is something in Gladden's 
head and face that suggests that of Garfield. 
Both were 
devotionally 
inclined. 
Glad- 
den studied theology and entered the Congre- 
gational ministry. 
His first pastorate was 
the State 
Street Congregational 
church, 
Brooklyn. 
He also has 
had 
charge of 
churches in Morrisania, N. Y., and in North 
Adams, Mass., and in Springfield, Mass. 
At 
length fate or fancy took him to Columbus, 
O. 
There he is at present, pastor of the First 
Congregational church, on Broad street. 
A 
beautiful church it is, too, and hLs congrega- 
tion Ls made up of the most cultivated people 
in the city. 
Let us hope that things will not 
be too fine and easy with him, lest he forget 
somewhat the stniggling masses for whom 
his tongue and pen have ever worked so 
bravely. 


The wide awake preacher lives in the city 
of Columbus in the plain, comfortable house 
which appears herewith, 


HLs largest fame is as a writer. 
He was 
editor of The New York Independent for 
four years. 
Since then he has contributed 
essays to leading magazines and papers, and 
published books. 


Some of his best known writings have ap- 
peared in The Century Magazine. 
After 
being printed here, they have been collected 
and published in book form. 
Among these 
papers are the following: "What Is the New 
Theology?" "Three Dangers;" "Christianity 
and Popular Amusement;" "The Increase of 
Divorce;" "The Christian League of Con- 
necticut;" "Hurricane Reform;" "The Uat 
8ud Abuse of Parties;" "Family Religion;"

A royal old man is Gen. Allxrt Pike, of 
Washington—truly a Homeric man. He is 77 
years old, but his form is erect and com- 
manding, full of vigor and manly grace. Ho 
is one of the few aged men iu whose appear- 
ance there is nothing painfully suggestiv^e of 
physical decay. 
His face is ruddy and un- 
wrinkled, and his voice and his hand clasp 
are full and strong. 


GEN, PIKE. 


Though his name at once calls up recollec- 
tions of the south and the southern Confed- 
eracy, Gen. Pike was born in the north. 
Rather oddly, he was born in Boston. He at- 
tended Harvard college a while, but did not 
imbibe New England doctrines to any ureat 
extent, as the sequel shows. 
AfU'r leavmg 
Harvard he liecame a school teacher. 


In ISn he drifted to the soutliwest, full of 
the spirit of youthful adventure. 
He went 
with an exploring expedition to the Brazos 
and Red rivers, and remained iu Santa Fe a 
year. 
He finally settled down as a lawyer in 
Little Rock, Ark. 


But he did not stay settled. 
Wherever 
there were stirring scenes of fight or adven- 
ture they called to Albert Pike's restless soul, 
and he obeye<l the summons. 
He served as a 
private in tbe Mexican war. 
When the civil 
war broke out he took up anns impetuously 
for the southern cause. 
His greatest service 
was in pacifying the Indians along the 
southwestern 
frontier, and keeping them 
friendly to tbe Confederacy. ITis name is best 
known to the north in connection with the 
battle of Pea Ridge. 
Gen. Pike had organ- 
ized an army of Cherokees, and with them 
fought this battle. 
It was a sevci-o fight, and 
a long one. 
Indians and negroes, if not the 
gods, took part in our great war. 


Gen. Pike has been lawyer, soldier, editor 
and school teacher, and through all these oc- 
cupations, through all his life, he luis been a 
poet and literary man. 
Among his poems 
his "Hymns to the Gods" are best known. He 
was a contributor to the old Knickerbocker 
magazine. 
That was a time when some of 
the best literary talent that has ever been de- 
veloped in America was active. 


The bravo old man's name conies up at 
present in connec^tion with the meeting in 
Washington of 
the Southern Jurisiiiction 
Scottish Rit« Masonry. 
This is the highest 
degree, the tbirty-tbird, attained by Masonry, 
and Gen. Pike is the presiding officer of the 
body composing the menibi'i-s of this degree. 
There can be no higher oilice in tbe organiza- 
tion than this, and the handsome veUu-an has 
held it since iSoO. 
He has translated many 
works throwing light on the ceremonials of 
Masonry. 
He lives in Washuigton.
